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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The preliminary amendment filed March 16, 2007 is acknowledged. The 
amendment to the claims indicates that the claims are renumbered because claim 
number 17 was used twice. The listing of the claims in the application prior to the 
amendment does not show that claim number 17 was used twice.
